The one mandatory provision 
not now being followed by the 
Army — sélection of officers for 
promotion to the grades of major 
and above — is to be put into ef- 
fect this summer, the Army has 
said, whether the proposed bill be- 
comes law or not. 

The Air Force has developed 
plans for using White Charger 
provisions. The Navy is known 
to have a requirement for them. 

The Army says it has sufficient 
authority in present law to force 
out excess officers, does not have 
a “hump” problem in terms of in- 
dividuals of the same grade and 
length of service, and. that its 
“hump” is a service hump which 
will largely be eliminated by 1962.

Camp irwin Reports 
Housing ‘Critical’ 


CAMP IRWIN, Calif. — The 
family housing situation at this 
Mojave Desert post continues to be 
critical, according to the latest in- 
formation supplied by the post bil- 
leting officer. 

In a report to Army Times, re- 
ceived too late for inclusion with 
the serialized survey of ZI housing 
conditions, the billeting officer 
writes:

CAMP WOLTERS, Tex. — The 
housing situation at Camp Wolters 
is at present very good, with many 
vacancies existing in Wolters Vil- 
lage, the 500-unit Wherry Housing 
project adjacent to the post. 

In addition to these 500 units, 
there are five sets of government 
quarters on Camp Wolters proper; 
there are also 110 house trailers 
en the post for enlisted men in 
grades E-1 through E-5. The post 
billeting office maintains a list of 
off-post housing in Mineral Wells, 
which is five miles from the post, 
and other nearby communities. 

Wherry housing quarters are 
available to all military personnel, 
civilian employees of the Army, 
and, in a limited capacity to other 
civilians (subject to the jurisdiction 
of the post commander).

RENTS paid by officer personnel 
for Wherry units range from $63 
monthly for a one bedroom duplex 


to $109.50 for a four-bedroom sin- | 


gle. Enlisted men pay $56.50 for a 
ene bed-room duplex, $67.50 for a 
two bedroom duplex, and $78.50 
for a three-bedroom duplex. Rents 
include water, garbage, and TV 
cable service. A refrigerator and 
steve are furnished with each unit, 
and additional furniture may be 
rented at moderate cost. Utilities 
ether than water fees are paid by 
oceupants. 

The house trailers on the post 
are of two sizes. The larger trail- 
ers will accommodate six, and rent 
for $34 per month, while the small- 
er size accommodates four and 
rents for $30 per month. 

All reservations for, and assign 
ments to, on post-housing (includ 
ing the Wherry project) are made 
through the billeting office.

on-post housing has been assigned 
or until adequate private hous- 
ing has been acquired.” 

The post has only 76 sets of 
family quarters for officers, 124 
for first three grades. The aver- 
age wait for eligible officers is 
about three months, while perman- 
ently-assigned enlisted men can ex- 
pect to wait about nine months for 
post housing. Plans have been 
made for 173 units of Capehart 
housing, but they haven’t yet re- 
ceived DA approval. 

The result is that the outlook for 
on-post housing is “poor.”

OFF THE POST, the situation is 
only slightly better. It isn’t easy 
to locate suitable private quarters 
in the area around Barstow, Len- 
wood and Yermo, where almost 400 
families live. Families are waiting 
to move into apartments as soon 
as the old tenants leave. 


In this area, rents for one bed- 
room units range between $55 and 
$85 a month. Two bedroom units 
cost between $75 and $120, and it 
may take as long as six months to 
get one with furnishings. 

Three bedroom units cost be- 
tween $90 and $150 a month, and 
the waiting period for one with 
furnishings is “indefinite.” 

The post has a trailer park with 
52 spaces, with 12 under construc- 
tion. Off-post trailer spaces are 
readily available in Bartow. 

Camp Irwin has a two-apartment 
guest house for three-day visits. 
Reservations are accepted only 
from men present for duty. 

Advance housing information is 
supplied, upon request, by the post 
billeting office.

Reservist's 
Of Trial for 


WASHINGTON. — Are inactive 
Reservists subject to arrest and 
trial by the armed forces for of- 
fenses committed on active duty? 

This question was raised in con- 
nection with the arrest this week 
in Pensacola, Fla., of an Air Force 
Reservist implicated in the slay- 
ing of a German woman. 

The Supreme Court’s Toth de- 
cision laid down the rule that the 
Armed Forces may not arrest a 
former serviceman for crimes com- 
mitted while in uniform. How- 
ever, Air Force spokesmen con- 
tend the decision does not apply 
in the case of an obligated Reserv- 
ist separated from active duty but 
not yet discharged. 

The jurisdictional question cen- 
tered on 22-year-old Wallace M. 
Wheeler Jr., a business machine 
clerk and former airman. Pensa- 
cola authorities held . Wheeler 
on vagrancy and loitering charges

ACCORDING TO press reports, 
Wheeler signed a statement fol- 
lowing his arrest which told of the 
knife slaying,of Feliciteas Georg, 
20, while he was spending the 
night in her apartment in Wies- 
baden. Earlier, an artist’s sketch 
had linked him with the girl. 

The murder was. committed last 
October, six days before Wheeler 
returned to this country for re- 
lease from active duty.

Pensacola police said Wheeler 
had refused counsel and agreed to 
place himself in Air Force cus- 
tody. At Eglin Air Force Base, 
the Reservist reportedly asked to 
be returned to active duty. He 
was quoted as saying, “I’m just 
trying to get back in service to 
make retribution.” 

Air Force spokesmen pointed out 
that Wheeler’s enlistment called 
for an eight-year term of obligated 
service. When he-left active duty, 
they said, he received a certificate 
of service, not a discharge. For 
this reason, the service has no 
doubts about its jurisdiction in the 
case. 

However, a Defense Department 
attorney termed. the issue raised 
in the Reservist’s case “extremely 
complicated.” ,He said he did not 
believe it has. ever come before 
the courts,

Reorganization 


The President’s proposals for a reorgani- 
zation of the Defense Department, reported- 
ly on their way to Congress at this writing, 
will deserve much sober thought before they 
are accepted in whole or in part. But to 
judge by the number of bills which have 
been introduced in both Houses, tacitly op- 
posing the President’s plan before its aims 
have been specifically made clear, the plan 
will probably be launched in an atmosphere 
far too stormy to permit of constructive con- 
sideration. 

Already many Congressmen—on both 
sides of the Capitol and of the aisle—have 
expressed themselves as being unalterably 
opposed to any further centralization of 
power in the Pentagon. (They understand 
that to be the plan’s main purpose.) ° 

Instead, in various ways, they propose 
eliminating some 14 of the Defense Secre- 
tary’s civilian assistants, curbing Defense 
control over funds, and keeping the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff just as they are now. 

Congress, in other words, is wary of sign- 
ing over to the Defense chief its present 
pursestring powers and its traditional task 
of assigning roles and missions to.the three 
armed forces. 

Among leaders of the fighting services 
themselves there is a certain amount of ap- 
prehension that too great an allotment of 
power to the Defense Secretary and the JCS 
Chairman could result in the virtual elimina- 
tion of the services’ separate identities. 

Dominated in this way, they feel, the 
air, land and sea forces’ thinking and plan- 
ning within their elements would atrophy. 

Before the President’s plan is released 
in detail, it is fair to say that its most 
controversion points will center around these 
proposals: 

@ To empower the Defense Secretary to 
transfer funds from one service to another 
at his discretion. 

@ To make the Joint Staff responsible 
to the JCS Chairman, rather than to the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff as they are now. 

@ To repose central direction of all the 
services in the Office of the Secretary of 
Defense, with commanders of all “unified 
commands” directly responsible to the JCS 
Chairman. 

As can be seen, these are highly explosive 
issues. 

Quite rightly, Congress sees some of them 
as new assaults in its historical war with 
the Presidential office centering around the 
duties of each under the Constitution. De- 
pending upon varying viewpoints, formed 
over the years, the separate services eye the 
plan as meaning boom or bust in relation 
to their own missions and ambitions. 

The Administration, presumably, is pre- 
senting its proposals purely in terms of their 
worth in operating the forces at peak effi- 
ciency. 

What is to be feared above all else, of 
course, is that all who become involved will 
go into the coming discussions in a spirit of 
inflexibility. 

Surely it has been indicated often enough 
—through accounts in the press and in re- 
ports on unbiased study groups—that the 
present Defense organization does not work 
as well as the people have a right to expect 
it to. To close one’s eyes entirely to this 
fact would be foolish in the extreme. 
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Justice Has 2 Swords

I had hoped that citing the dictum 
from the Army BR, CM 391961 (1956) 
would suffice to be convincing. Briefly, it 
said: “The military authorities have con- 
sistently refrained from trying an ac- 
cused for an identical offense where 
state jurisdiction has first attached.” 

In order to further convince any doubt- 
ing Thomases remaining that double 
jeopardy is wrong morally, I find it neces- 
sary to cite authorities from our sister 
services.

IN U.S. vs. Peck, 20 CMR 810 (ACM 
1955), the BR in the office of the Judge 
Advocate General sald; “The practition- 
ers of military law and the administrators 
of military justice within the United States 
Air Force have consistently sought to 
maintain in our system of jurisprudence 
a high standard of true and genuine jus- 
tice. Application of the spirit of military 
justice often requires that standard to be 
raised above the level of mere legality. 
The sentence in the case before us is 
unquestionably legal, but our concern is 
whether or not its affirmation will, in 
the light of the equities of the situa- 
tion, result in the dispensation to the ac- 
cused of enlightened justice. 

“In those cases where military person- 
nel have~ been convicted and: punished 
in local, state, county, or municipal courts, 
further trial by courts-martial or punish- 
ment under Article 15 for the same offense 
is usually not justified. Instances in which 
punishment by courts-martial or under Ar- 
ticle 15 is justified in addition to the pun- 
ishment imposed by civilian courts are 
rare. 

“In the case here the accused commit- 
ted a civilian offense (driving while drunk) 
in a civilian community. For that offense 
he was duly punished by a civilian court. 
The offense, insofar as the record estab- 


lishes, was-not attended by aggravating 
circumstances, There is nothing to indi- 
cate that the sentence imposed was grossly 


. Inadequate, or even at all inadequate, nor 


is there any indication that the accused 
was treated any less severely in the civil- 
ian court than such offenders are usually 
treated in the civilian community where 
the offense was committed. In short, trial 
of the case before us (by courts-martial) 
was directly in contravention of the policy 
stated above. The Board of Review may 
not therefore properly affirm the sentence. 

“Our action should not be regarded as a 
condonation of the offense committed by 
the accused. We do not decry the efforts 
of those officials who are diligently work- 
ing toward a reduction of the motor 
vehicle accident rates in the Air Force. 
However, it will not do to put justice aside 
in seeking to attain this goal. The goal is 
one sought in common with the civilian 
community and we perceive no necessity 
of making Air Force personnel subject, 
as a matter of course, te two punitive ac- 
tions for one offense.”

THE NAVY has expressed a policy 
of similar purport found in U.S. vs. Ben- 
nett, 20 CMR 556. It directs that “One who 
has been tried in a civil court, whether 
convicted or acquitted, shall not be tried 
by courts-martial for the same acts, ex- 
cept in unusual cases after referral to the 
Secretary of the Navy.” Wow! Mr. Kohan. 

The Coast Guard, even, Mr. Kohan, has 
a policy of similar purport found in Dig. 
Ops. 5, at page 231. It states “It is con- 
trary to Coast Guard policy to try a man 
by court-martial for the same. act for 
which a civilian court trial has been had.” 

Mr. Kohan can evade the “law” in ad- 
ministrative actions, summary and spe- 
cial courts-martial because his is a GCM 
jurisdiction and his decisions are final, 
except for a very complicated appeal which 
few members of the armed services have 
the ability to perfect and process.

‘Standardizing’ 

‘Program’s 
Cost Third 
Its Savings 


WASHINGTON — The Army is 
saving 10 times the cost each year 
of its standardization program, as- 
sistant secretary of the Army for 





logistics Frank H. Higgins said 
this week. 
Speaking to the press at the 


opening of a display showing re- 
ductions in the number of items 
in the Army supply line, Mr. Hig- 


gins pointed to the new light rifle 
(which replaces three weapons) 
the heavy-barrel version (which 
replaces the BAR) and the M60 


machine gun (which replaces three 
weapons) as examples of standardi- 
zation in the small arms field. 

He revealed that the Army is 
engaged in a “race” at the Spring- 
field Armory between “teams” of 
engineers to see whether the M14 
light rifle or the M60 machine gun 
will be the first of the new weap- 
ons ready for mass production by 
civilian contractors.

HE SAID the machine gun line 
has a head start on the rifle line 
Already metal is being formed for 
the M60 at Springfield, according 
to Maj. Gen. John H. Hinrichs, just 
nominated to be the new Chief of 
Ordnance. Gen. Hinrichs accom- 
panied Mr. Higgins on a tour of 
the standardization exhibit 

Mr. Higgins said that for every 
$3 million spent-each year on the 
standardization program, the Army 


was saving $30 million in “identi- 
fiable dollars” and much more that 
could not be “costed.” 


Mr. Higgins pointed out that in 
War II the Army used 212 dif- 
ferent kinds of automotive storage 
batteries. Through standardization, 
this number has been ‘eut to 28 
today. He said that instead of 63 
electric starter motors formerly in 


the supply line (along with parts 
for each kind), the Army teday 
has only eight.

THE ARMY’S logistical system 
now contains less than half as many 
line items for comparable weapons 
and equipment as it had in 1945 
(700,000 today as compared to 
more than 1,500,000 at the end of 
War II).

Trainfire substitutes combat- 
type firing for known distance 
ranges in teaching rifle marksman- 
ship. Trainees are taken out and 
told to fire at pop-up targets at 
varying ranges. The targets on the 
final course show as human profiles 
at various distances on the range 
and are visible only for seconds at 
a time. A hit is recorded by the 
target falling over when struck. 

While ranges are being convert- 
ed, men can qualify with their 
weapons over either the Trainfire 
or the Known-distance course. 
Post commanders will install Train- 
fire ranges “at their descretion” as 
to speed, the ConARC staveieat 
said. 

Trainfire ranges will be: based 
on the Metric rather than the Eng- 
lish system. All distances will be 
in meters instead of yards. This is 
th line with the Army’s conversion 
to the Metric system.in all weapons 
announced two years ago. 

Fort Sam. Houston and Class Il 
installations around ‘the. country 
are scheduled for conversion. to 
Trainfire in FY 1960. If enough 
money is not available for all posts 
scheduled to complete conversion 
in a given year, the ones with the 
lowest prority will be held up until 
the next fiscal year.

It is expected that the outcome 
of talks in Phoenix will strongly 
influence the advice the senior 
Guard leaders will give their state 
governors, prior to. a meeting of 
the state executives in Miami, 
May 18. 

Spokesmen for the Reserve Of- 
ficers Association said they were 
“reserving judgment” on the new 
plan. 

Rep. Overton Brooks (D., La.), 
chairman of the House Armed 
Services subconimittee on Reserve 
forces, said achievement of the 
plan will depend “upon the abil- 
ity of the Army toexplain the 
situation to the governors and ob- 
tain their cooperation.” If the 
state executives are satisfied, he 
said, “I am sure our subcommit-

HE housing situation in and 

around Polk is sad. The Army 
changed its mind on Feb. 4 and 
cancelled a 2000-unit Capehart pro- 
ject, as a result of a reduction in 
troop strength at the post. 

As a result, the post now has 
quarters only for general officers 
and the deputy post commander. 

More than 3500 soldier fami- 
lies live in Leesville and DeRid- 
der and, in many instances, in 
towns as far as 60 to 75 miles 
away, Some soldiers have had te 
leave their families as far as 200 
miles away. 

In the Polk area, one bedroom 
places cost between $60 and $75 a 
month; two bedroom apartments 
cost between $75 and $85, and 
three bedroom units cost from $90 
to $100 
“limited.” 

Almost 1000 families 
trailers. There are 444 government 
owned trailers on the post, 
assigned on a garde and date of 
rank basis. There is a waiting list 
for these trailers. There.is no wait- 
ing list for two post trailer parks, 
which accommodate 363 privately- 
owned trailers.

_ At fairly regular intervals I get letters in which I am 
told that rocket engineers and space-age planners are all 
wrong. They are forever and ever talking about the neces- 
sary velocities to throw something into an orbit, to shoot 


to the moon or to go to Mars. This, 
the letter writers insist, is the 
wrong approach. The right ap- 
proach, they say, is to allocate $1 
billion or so to start a research 
project to get rid of gravity, negate 
it, make it ineffective

why not spend 
the money to 
find out how to 
get rid of grav- 
ity. Then the 
Russians will be 
sorry that they 
put so much 
time and effort 
into superheavy 
rockets. 


This type of 





LEY 
reasoning is reasoning without fact. 


It isn’t even reasoning. It is the 
vain hope that money can and will 
buy a miracle. The very simple 
facts of the case are that $10 bil- 
lion would not have bought the 
atom bomb if some physicists had 
not made the decisive discovery 
before any visible money was spent 
on the problem by anybody. 


Important Fundamental Discovery 


In the case of atomic energy this 
fundamental discovery consisted in 
noticing that a special kind of 
uranium atom—the now famous 
U235—will split, fly apart, fission, 
when-a sub-atomic particle called 
a neutron enters its nucleus. Every- 
thing that has been done since then 
is based on ‘this discovery in the 
last analysis. And this discovery 
was made in the pursuit of some 
basic research which was not after 
anything in particular. And which 
was not expensive, either. 

As regards gravity, we lack such 
a fundamental discovery. When it 
comes to gravity all we have is 
fundamental ignorance. 

What-~-we know of gravity is that 
every piece of matter in the uni- 








verse attracts every other piece of 
matter. The sun attracts the earth, 
the earth attracts the moon, a large 
mountain will attract a pendulum 
and so forth. Scientists know how 
to calculate this attraction. It 


,|could be calculated, for example, 
‘|that two ocean liners will attract 


each other with a furce which 
amounts to something like a tenth 
of an ounce. 


Inverse Square Law Cited 


If you look at a specific case, 
say the attraction of the earth on 
something else in space, one more 
statement can be made. It is the 
famous inverse square law. If the 
attraction has a certain value for 
a certain distance, it will have one- 
quarter of that value for double 
the distance. It will have one- 
ninth that value for three times 
that distance, and so forth. 


But, unfortunately, this law 
holds true for many other things, 
too. It holds true for light. It 
is true for radio waves. It is even 
true for sound, In short, this in- 
verse square law reveals absolutely 
nothing about the nature of gray- 
ity. 

Naturally, physicists have tried 
to find out something about gravity 
for many years. It is well known 
that in a vacuum all bodies fall 
with the same-acceleration and 
they hit the bottom of an evacu- 
ated well with the same velocity. 
Physicists have spent years trying 
to find out whether this really 
applies to all bodies. 

In the ’20s, a physicist an- 
nounced he had found a chemical 
compound, one of the silicates, to 
be technical, which fell with a 
different acceleration. Too bad 
that this was an observational mis- 
take. 

Other physicists have tried to 
determine whether it would make 
any difference if the falling body 
was white hot or was chilled to as

low a temperature as they could 
produce. It made no difference. 


Mistakes Not Uncommon 


Of course, every once in a while 
somebody will make a mistake. 
There was a story some months 
ago that a piece of metal had been 
kept floating in midair by means 
of magnetic forces. This is an 
old trick and it just means that 
the magnetic forces were stronger 
at that point than the gravitational 
attraction. It did not mean that 
gravity was abolished at that point. 

And most recently a story came 
from Russia that somebody had 
delivered a lecture in which he 
said that bodies with a tempera- 
ture near absolute zero might not 
follow the pull of gravity. Maybe | 
the man said so but the somewhat 
strange fact is that over 50 years | 
ago another Russian did work on} 
very cold bodies without success. 

We still lack the fundamental 
discovery which reveals the nature | 
of gravity, provided such a dis- 
covery can be made. In saying 
this I am repeating a statement 
which I made at a scientific meet- 
ing over six years ago. Recently, 
on the occasion of a visit to a uni- 
versity, I was told that one of their 
men had heard this statement and 








was rather annoyed with it. » Natur- 
ally I wanted to know why. Well, 
he had been working on the prob- 
lem of gravity for over five years. 
Without success. 

The fundamental. discovery still 
has to be made.

FORT BLISS, Tex.—Plans 
for a $6,600,000, 410-unit 
Capehart housing project at 
the Army Air Defense Center 
are nearing completion, Cen- 
ter Planning Engineer L. W. 
Lange reported last week. 

The project, which should be off 
the drawing board in May, consists 
of 145 two-family duplexes, 100 
one-family units, and 20 colonel 
quarters. 

Lange said the awarding of con- 
tracts for the new project is tenta- 
tively set for July, and construc- 
tion will begin approximately 45 
days later. 

Colonel quarters in the new 
project will have four bedrooms 
while all the other units will have 
three. 

Costing approximately $1000 
more than the 490 Capehart units 
now under construction at Bliss, 
the proposed units will have the 
same ranch-style architecture. 

Completion of the two Capehart 
projects will give Bliss 2257 officer 
and non-commissioned officer fam- 
ily quarters. The 1257 quarters 
now in use house approximately 25 
percent of the married officers and 
NCOs at the post.

WASHINGTON. — Some doubt 
was expressed in- official circles 
this week that the new regulation 
on college training for enlisted 
members would get to the field in 
time to do any good this spring. 

In spite of assurances from the 
Office of The Adjutant General, of- 
ficials said it seemed unlikely that 
AR 350-260 would reach company 
and battery headquarters by April 
15. Because a form — DA 2086R — 
must be reproduced locally for ap- 
plication, this is the date set as the 
latest on which receipt of the regu- 
lation would help those who want 
to get applications in by May 1 in 
order to qualify for entry into col- 
lege this fall. 

AR 350-260 was “briefed” in 
Army Times three weeks ago. In 
last week’s issue (Page 10), steps 
to take by those who want to apply 
were repeated. 

Along with this article, the form 
that must be locally reproduced is 
printed (above) in cuts made from 
the official regulation. Below are 
additional extracts quoted from the 
official regulation, telling what in- 
dividuals must do besides fill out 
the form in order to qualify and 
apply for the new program: 

Paragraph 3c: “This training is 
available only to volunteer appli- 
cants with a declared intention of 
accepting applicable service obli- 
gations specified in paragraph two 
of these regulations (three years 
total service for each calendar year 
of college training, including time 
spent in college). Each applicant

will sign in duplicate a statement 
as follows as part of application: 

“Tf selected to participate in 
the Army Enlisted Training Pro- 
gram at Civilian Educational In- 
stitutions, I will apply for separa- 
tion from the military service for 
the purpose of immediate reen- 
listment in the Regular Army for 
a period of 3 or 6 years, as ap- 
plicable. 1 intend to complete the 
period of training in accordance

Commanders will exercise extreme 
care when making recommenda- 
tions to insure that only those in- 
dividuals are considered who have 
sincere desire, initiative, and the 
necessary aptitude to complete this 
type program.” 

Paragraph 3e: “A security clear- 
ance of TOP SECRET is required. 
Individual’s unit will initiate ac-

Reserves Get 
Pay Choice 


WASHINGTON. — The Senate 
has passed a bill to let retired Re- 
servists waive a portion of their 
retired pay and take VA compensa- 
tion payments in its place. 

VA compensation is not taxable, 
but retired pay is. 

The measure now goes to the 
President. 

The Senate also passed a bill to 
speed the payment of death gratu- 
ities. It would provide immediate 
payment of gratuity if the sur 
vivors are living in the same house 
or in the vicinity of the dead serv- 
iceman. 

The Senate amended the bill to 
assure coverage under the surviv- 
or benefits bill for Army Scouts 
and members of the Navy’s Insu- 
lar force, both Philippine outfits. 

The measure now goes back to 
the House. 

The law had required immediate 
payment of death gratuity but this 
was. sometimes different and in 
practice the departments were re- 
quired to obtain proof that held 
up payments unnecessarily in 
some case, The bill. clarifies the 
situation by providing immediate 
payment in cases where survivors 
were living near or in the immedi- 
ate Vacinity of the man. In other 
cases, payments are to be made as 
expeditiously as possible.

First Instrument Flight 


Made in Big 


FORT RUCKER, Ala. — Army 
Aviators from the Army Aviation 
Center, flew the first instrumented 
flight in the Army’s largest and 
only twin engined helicopter last 
week. 

The department of rotary wing 
training at the Aviation Center an- 
nuunced that the H-37 “Mojave” 
covered a round trip from Fort 
Rucker to Tallahassee, Fla., in two 
hours and 55 minutes. Forty-five 
minutes of the flight were in zero 
visibility. 

Representatives of the rotary 
wing department on this first in- 
strument flight were Ist Lt. Loren 
C. Strange, aircraft commander; 
Donald A. Whitaker, pilot; and 
CWO Ralph M. Fitch, co-pilot. 

Presently undergoing service 
tests at the Army Aviation Board 
at Rucker, this helicopter was de- 
signed. for tactical transport and 
cargo operation. It is scheduled for 
assignment to Transport Helicopter 
companies in the near future. 


H-37 Copter 


It is the largest helicopter in the 
Army’s inventory and can accom- 
modate 36 fully equipped troops, 
24 litters, or equipment up to a 
105mm _ howitzer, plus one-quarter 
ton trailer inside its fuselage. 

Instead of these internal loads 
the Mojave can carry up to 10,000 
pounds of cargo in an external 
sling which may be attached to the 
floor of the fuselage.

THIS IS THE fifth type of heli- 
copter to be flown by the Army on 
instruments, Thus far 210 hours 
have been logged on instruments in 
Army helicopters without incident.

other purposes such as limited war 
@mérgencies and military aid to 
our allies. 

The ballistic missile, with its ex- 
tremely short warning :time, has 
changed this situation — or rather, 
appears to have done so, 
we cannot count with certainty on 
getting off our retaliatory strikes 


Because |~ 
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ina future situation in which our 
missile system confronts theirs, 
while they still have the privilege 
of striking first, there is a tendency 
to think in terms of a margin of re- 
taliation — that is, to assert that 
our missile system must be so large, 
~| so well dispersed, that after it 

hhas suffered the effects of the first 
blow there will still be enough left 
over to inflict a crushing retalia- 
tion on the enemy. But this kind 
of calculation makes the size of our 
deterrent force directly dependent 
on the scale of initial damage it 
may. receive — that is, it must be 
maintained at a level proportionate 
to the size of the Soviet offensive 
capability. Once this idea is ac- 
cépted and implemented, we shall 
obviously be in a real “arms race,” 
‘with no limit. of future expendi- 
tures in sight since the enemy can 
compel us to spend astronomical 
sums to keep up with the gromth 
of his own striking force. In such 
a race, the advantage is heavily 
with the government which can 
compel its people to accept sacri- 
fices in their standard of living in 
favor of military hardware.

match the Soviets bomber for 
bomber (Senator Symington to the 


contrary notwithstanding) as long 
as we could inflict the necessary 
damage on them with the number 
of bombers we had. Neither a man 
nor a nation need be killed twice; 
once is sufficient. The certainty, 
inherent in several hours of warn- 
ing time, that the USSR would suf- 
fer massive retaliation, was an ade- 
quate deterrent. With the coming 
of the ballistic missile, surprise 
destruction of much of our retalia- 
tory force BEFORE it can strike 
back becomes a calculable possi- 
bility: If:we try to outbuild. the 
Soviets in fixed: missile bases, we 
shall find ourselves chained to the 
iron wheels of a competition in 
destructive armament of appalling 
proportions. 

The answer, clearly, is to seek in- 
vulnerability from surprise missile 
attack in some other manner — and 
the key to the solution of this prob- 
lem is mobility, using sea-based 
weapons in sufficient numbers to 
maintain the required level of 
destructive power. Their mobility 
protects them against surprise des- 
truction by ballistic missiles, and 
though they can be attacked by 
other means the enemy cannot 
count on eliminating them in time 
to do himself any good.

‘College Plan Set 
Up for Enlisted’ 


KILLEEN, Tex.: I read with 
great interest your article “College 
Plan Set up for Enlisted” in the 
15-March issue. Allow me to be 
among the first of your readers to 
suggest a change. 

In most college programs, the 
freshman subjects are the same. In 
the sophomore year, most courses 
have 50%, or better, general type 
subjects. American Government, 
Calculus, Physics are examples of 
sophomore subjects in the techni- 
cal field. 

As you outlined the program, a 
man enlists for six years, two of 
which are general studies, then 
four years active duty (0O.K., he’s 
smarter, but in a broad sense). 
Then, back to school for the special- 
ized training he gets in his junior 
and senior years. When he gradu- 
ated, the Army can expect four 
years use of his technical knowl- 
edge. Then, who knows? 

My first suggestion: For the per- 
sons, and there will be many) who 
earnestly desire a degree, allow 
them to enlist for 12 years and 
take four consecutive years of 
school, 

a. The Army thereby can expect 
eight years each of their tech- 
nical knowledge. 

b. This would allow some very in- 
telligent people up to the age 
of 30 to take advantage of this 
program. 

Allow qualified personnel to take 
one year, of college for each three- 
year enlistment until they reach 
age thirty-five. 

a. Even though these people 
would not qualify to finish four 
college years by age 35, their 
increased knowledge would 
benefit the Army anyway. 

Let’s not be too hard on the age 
limitations. After all, Steinmetz, 
Edison, Einstein, and a few more 
did their best work after they pass- 
ed the draft age.

Why Not a Military 
Credit Department? 


FORT SCOTT, Calif.: The mili- 
tary service is faced with an old 
problem of the near inability of 
service personnel, married or 
single, to establish credit in cities 
and towns in which they are sta- 
tioned. 


The merchant, feeling he cannot | 


do business with the serviceman, 
because of credit difficulties, de- 
moralizes our relations with the 
civilian community. By not being 
able to be on equal terms with 
civilians, credit wise, the service- 
inan finds it difficult to furnish his 
family with many of the necessities. 

Many merchants feel that the in- 
come of a military man is insuf- 
ficient. Also, most military per- 
sonnel are too far from their pre- 
vious place of credit to have it 
checked conveniently.

Early Retirement 
Still the Answer? 


COLUMBUS, Dhio: The sugges- 
tion I have to submit to you con- 
cerns the article written by Mr. 
Bourjaily that appeared on pp. 9 
and 10 of the Times last year, May 
18, 1957. 

A review of latter portion of the 
article reveals the solution to the 
present sub-committee’s delibera- 
tions, particularly the economy 
minded members, as they investi- 
gate the involuntary release of 
thousands of Reserve officers in 
1957. 

I think the keynote of the ar- 
ticle is the fact that the present 
20-year voluntary retirement law 
need not be changed. The ROA has 
refused to back any legislation to- 
ward early retirement (best identi- 
fied as partial retirement) moti- 
vated by fear that the 20-year law 
might be tampered with, possibly 
moved up a higher figure or thrown 
out altogether, 

It is unfortunate. the ROA was 
so short-sighted, for which their 
support this issue would have long 
been resolved. The excess sergeants 
now piling up an additional 242% 
per year toward eventual 20-year 
retirement, would be eliminated, 
thus saving the government mil- 
lions; the older officers, who sepa- 
rated and have since watched their 
meager readjustment pay dwindle 
to nothing during their vain search 
for jobs would be helped by a 
small monthly check. P 

At any rate, I feel that a reiter- 
ation of Mr. Bourjaily’s plan cited 
above would be appropriate at this 
time in light of the accelerated rate 
of involuntary releases from ac- 
tive duty during the last half of 
1957 since the article first appeared.

Doing Same Work, 
Some Are Underpaid 


FORT SILL, Okla.: There seems 
to be a question in the minds of 
some in the Defense Department as 
to why most of the skilled and 
school-trained enlisted men are 
leaving the Army for civilian em- 
ployment. 

I am involved in the guided .mis- 
sile program and, to my knowledge, 
not a single man has reenlisted in 
this division to fill his own vacan- 
cy in the last year. The reasons 
are many. 

The Army has realized the need 
for having trained men in the mis- 
sile field and has trained them, 
spending thousands to do.so. But 
once the training is finished and the 
men assigned to duty, the Army has 
unknowingly encouraged these 
same individuals to quit and take a 
civilian job. 

On the job to which I am as- 
signed, there are a large number of 
warrant officers, master sergeants, 
SFCs and some sergeants. There 
are also a goodly number of ci- 
vilian employees from Philco, Gil- 
fillan, and Martin Company. 


Several of the EM, upon dis- 
charge from, the Army, -have re- 
turned as civilians to the same jobs 
they were doing, and at a raise of 
some $250 a month. 

It is true the Army needs these 
civilians. But it is also true that it 
will continue to lose school-trained 
men as long as the difference in 
pay is so great. 

The obvious solution is to pay to, 
create skilled men for the job— 
then pay to keep them on the job.

For example; two newly com- 
missioned lieutenants, one Reserve 
and one Regular Army, come on ac- 
tive duty to B.I.0.C. here. The Re- 
serve officer has no permanent 
duty assignment orders, but the 
Regular Army. officer has a perma- 
nent duty assignment to a’ unit 
here at Benning. 

Upon completion of B.1.0.C., 
they both attend ranger and/or air- 
borne training. When completed, 
the Reserve officer gets assigned 
to the same unit as the Regular 
Army officer. This all should take 
about 32 weeks before going to 
this first duty assignment. 

Now look at how much financial 
difference has occurred in this 
short time. The Reserve officer got 
$300 clothing allowance and per 
diem for 32 weeks at the current 
rate of $4 per day. He has made 
approximately $1100 more than his 
Regular Army brother. Should the 
Regulars have to pay such a high 
price for their commissions?

FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska.— 
Many Americans have never 
heard of it. Many would not know 
where to look for it on a map. Few 
have seen it. Yet, Little Diomede 
Island is as American as the prop- 
erty of Long Island. 

If you are on the island you can 
look across the Bering Strait and 
see citizens of the U.S.S.R. Just 
three miles away is Big Diomede 
Island, separated by the Interna- 
tional Date Line which in turn 
separates the United States from 
Russia. “Big D,” as the Eskimos 
from the American island call it, is 
garrisoned by Russians as one of 
their last outposts.

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Paul Muni Has No Desire 
To Return to the Movies 


By HAL HUMPHREY 


HOLLYWOOD.—Paul Muni’: recent appearance on “Playhouse 
90” caused a lot of talk. Most of this talk -was set off by viewers 
asking, “Where has Muni been? Why don’t we see him in movies 
anymore?” 

The reason is a very simple. Paul Muni has attained that happy 
state of doing only what interests him. Luckily, what interests him 
seems also to interest other people. His most recent Broadway 
endeavor, “Inherit the Wind,” had him playing the Clarence Darrow- 
type attorney in 668 performances, the longest engagement of Muni’s 
career. 

As for the Hollywood grist mill, Muni found many years ago 
that he could take it or leave it alone, and he preferred the. latter. 

“I never really understood pictures. My first few were terrible. 
Mrs, Muni and I left here at three o’clock in the morning, we-were 
so eager to get away that first time,” he recalls, with a chuckle. 

That was in the late 20s. Fox Pictures had sent for Muni when 
someone there saw how easily he could age himself with wig and 
make-up in “We Americans,” a 1926 Broadway production, Muni’s 
first since leaving the Yiddish-speaking theater. 

“Fox saw me as their answer to Lon Chaney. They paid me what 
was then a tremendous salary—$750 a week for a guaranteed 52 
weeks. I did two pictures, ‘The Valiant’ and ‘Seven Faces,’ and then 
I did nothing.” . 

Muni broke the contract and went back to New York. It was 
bad timing. He had invested his savings in Transamerica stock just 
before it went from $43 to $2. 

He was still looking for an acting job in New York when Howard 
Hughes decided he wanted Muni for a picture he was going to call 
“Scarface.” 

Muni took the role because he was broke. He was sure the 
picture would flop because “Little Caesar” and “Public Enemy No. 
1” with Edward G. Robinson and James Cagney respectively already 
were hits, and Muni figured the public was fed up. 

Before “Scarface” was released he got the lead role on Broadway 
in Elmer Rice’s “‘Counsellor-at-Law.” He was a hit, and then suddenly 
Hughes released “Scarface” and Muni found himself with two simul- 
taneous hits. 

Warner Bros. offered him $50,000 to do “Fugitive from a Chain 
Gang” and although Muni told them “it is too much money,” he took 
leave from the Rice play and did it. 

After that Muni decided he must have some variation in his 
moyie roles, and he got such plums as “Emile Zola,” “Good Earth” 
and “Louis Pasteur.” Hollywood and its commercial cycles caught 
up with him soon. . 

Warners had promised Muni he could do Beethoven. He ‘held out 
for the blind composer. When Warners shelved Beethoven, Muni asked 
to do “Tortilla Flat.” When he didn’t get that picture, he got out of 
Warners and Hollywood, and except for rare occasions, he stayed out. 

Will he ever do another movie? Well, Mrs. Muni keeps reading 
7 but when the subject comes up with Muni, he says, “I’m re- 
tired.” ‘

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WATER SKIING ~ . 2 





GoMe one and a half million people took up 
the exciting sport of water skiing last 
year and two million more are expected to 
learn to water ski this year. Most everyone agrees 
that it is the fastest growing U.S. sport. 
An estimated three and a half million Ameri- 
cans now water ski and one in five outboard motors 
of 20 horsepower or more is purchased specifically 
for skiing.

TOMMY BARTLETT, who stars .in his own 
“Water Ski and Jamping Boat Thrill Show,” gives 
several reasons for the rapid growth of the sport: 
First, outboard motors now have sufficient pull- 
ing power and speed for water skiing, and with the 
more powerful motors a number can ski at one time. 
Second, water skiing, an easily-learned sport for 
young or old, is a group activity the entire family 
can enjoy together. 
Bartlett credits the outboard motor with the rise 
in-the number of water-skiing families, becauSe it 
has brought the price of the ski package—boat, 
motor, and trailer—within reach of the average 
family pocketbook. 


Until the modern outboard came along, families 
had to do their water skiing entirely with the more 
expensive inboard-powered boats. The changeover 
is becoming so complete that many boat manufac- 
turers are now building models specifically designed 
for skiing.

sufficient power. 

“The outboarder should bear in mind that he 
will require an outfit capable of at least 18 to 25 
miles per hour under, ski load. At much below 18 
m.p.h., novice skiers have trouble getting up on 
plane. 

“Don’t underpower a ski boat,” says Rusing. “Al- 
though a child or a skilled adult can ski behind a 
10-horsepower motor, for real water-ski pleasure, 
22 to 30 horsepower is the minimum—anything less 
ig a compromise. A 30-horsepower outboard might 
be called the family motor. It is suitable for towing 
two or three children, or two adults, at a fast clip. 
In addition, it has enough power for cruising on 
family outings, and for hurrying home when the 
weather changes.” 

As to boat size, Rusing recommends a light boat 
of the 14- to 16-foot utility type, if it is to be used 
primarily for skiing. Generally these will handle 
any size motor up to 70 horsepower if the motor 
is not too heavy. If the boat is not of adequate length

This final radio report was is- 
sued from a tunnel in the rock 
fortress of Corregidor on April 9, 
1942. The full message read: “Ba- 
taan has fallen, but the spirit that 
made it stand — a beacon to all 
the liberty-loving people of the 
world — cannot fall!” 

Although Manila had been de- 
clared an open city on Dec. 24, 
1941, the Japs continued to bomb 
it, and then occupied it on Jan. 
2, 1942. Gen. MacArthur’s Luzon 
forces were bottled up on Bataan 





and Corregidor. In the rapid with- 


drawal they lost much of their sup- 
plies. There was no way of obtain- 
ing rations, medicines or reinforce- 
ments. Yet that little army held 
out for three months of desperate 
fighting, and then surrendered on 
April 9. 

Casualties, hunger and disease 
reduced the ranks. The survivors 
made a pitiable sight during the 
“death march” that followed, un- 
der terrible Japanese atrocities. 
But Bataan was liberated again by 
U.S. troops in February 1945.

COUNT BASIE’S newest LP is called simply 
“Basie” (Roulette R-52003). All of the arrange- 
ments are by Neal Hefti. Highlights include a slow 
one called “Lil’ Darlin’” which has a melody that 
sticks with you and is cut superbly by the band, 
“Splanky,” and “The Kid from Red Bank.” As the 
title implies, the last one (a blues progression) 
features what has unfortunately become something 
of a rarity with the Basie band these days: a piano 
solo by Count Basie. 

The recording is such that you can appreciate 
the power and crack section work in the band, and 
I am also happy to report that drummer Sonny 
Payne is not dropping so many bombs these days. 
At least, not on this record, where he plays with 
and for the rhythm section, which is sparked as al- 
ways by guitarist Freddie Green. Recommended. 

Incidentally, a new book on Basie entitled ‘“‘Count 
Basie and His Orchestra’ by British writer Ray- 
mond Horricks, will be reviewed in this space next 
week,

IF YOU happen to read much jazz critcism, 
most of which is absurd nonsense, I’m sure you will 
agree that most critics somehow have the idea .that 
a piano should not sound like a piano. It should 
sound like a horn, or something. A popular word 
of praise for a jazz pianist these days is “spare.” 

In jazz terminology, or at least in that curious 
kind of terminology used by too many jazz critics 
(“mainstream,” “middle ground,” etc.) I take the 
word “spare” to mean playing few notes, playing 
the piano with one hand and sometimes one finger. 
I also take it to be something rare and wonderful 
Pianists who actually play the piano, who play with 
both hands, who do not play “spare,” are appar 
ently old-hat. 


Probably the favorite “spare” pianist of jazz 
critics is John Lewis, the leader of The Modern 
Jazz Quartet, persistent winner of “best combo” 
awards in the jazz magazines. 


So all who enjoy the piano of John Lewis should 
enjoy the very first album devoted primarily to his 
“spare” piano playing, or whatever it is (The John 
Lewis Piano, Atlantic 1272). It is extremely well 
recorded. 

As I understand the notes, an important thing 
about the Lewis piano is not what he plays but 
what he implies, what he doesn’t play, what he’s 
thinking, or something. As British critic Alun 
Morgan sums up: “John knows what to leave out, 
the hardest lesson for any artist, particularly an im- 
provising one.” 

This is easy to agree with, of course, but I 
think it only fair to point out that it is a good 
deal easier for Lewis to leave things out than for 
a skilled pianist to leave things out. 

So perhaps it’s all a matter of taste.

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Too Much 


Seen Dangerous

ment and curiosity concerning the strange phenomenon

which has accompanied this reces- 
sion; namely, the steady rise in 
the price-tide while busihess and 
employment continue to ebb. 

In February the cost of living 
rose to 102.3 percent of the 1947-49 
level which is the base of the 
scale. 

This may be depressing to the 
consumer but so far it has been one 
of the few clouds still possessing 
the possibility of a silver lining as 
far as prospect of future brightér 
skies is concerned. The authority 
for that piece of optimism is the 
current report of the Committee 
for Economic Development, a non- 
partisan, nonprofit body of experts 
in many lines of endeavor. Permit a 
quotation: 

“Consumer expenditures for non- 
durable goods and services to- 
gether, which in 1957 absorbed 56 
percent of the entire gross na- 
tional product, have held up well. 
This is significant, because an out- 
standing characteristic of the de- 
clining phase of major depressions 
is a general downward spiral of con- 
sumer income and consumer spend- 
ing. Thus far in the present reces- 
sion the decline in spending has 
not become general and such a 
cumulative process is not in pro- 
cess.” 

In other words a boil isn’t such 
an affliction as long as it’s on the 
other fellow. The C. E. D. con- 
tinues: 

“The impact of the recession 
thus far has been principally upon 
employment and production in dur- 
able goods manufacturing. Employ- 
ment in mining, construction, 
transportation and nondurable 
goods manufacturing has been af- 
fected to a lesser extent. In other 
industrial . divisions, employment 
has declined only slightly or in- 
creased.” 

Nevertheless the high cost of 
living is unpleasant to those who 
are able to continue to live. How- 
ever, this peculiar phenomenon, 
with the CED’s explanation, is 
logical enough, even though it may 
seem out of context. And a rise in 
prices hurts, not only the consumer 
as such, but it causes alarm of an- 
other kind for the people who are 
trying to stop the ebb in employ- 
ment. They are afraid that if they 
try to throw the economic ma- 
chinery into reverse too suddenly, 
we'll be exposed to that other 
deadly disease, inflation. 

YOU MAY have noticed that Vice | 
President Nixon who garnered the 
headlines only a few weeks ago, by 





advocating a quick tax cut, last 
week joined with some Adminis- 
tration economists, in switching

prescriptions. A tax cut contains 
the danger of an inflationary reac- 
tion. Nixon and his colleagues now 
suggest lower prices, and the ere- 
ation of a “buyer’s market.” This 
is fine, only at the moment neither 
buyers nor their duly elected rep- 
resentatives in Congress assembled, 
but rather the sellers, are the 
market makers. 

There are things that could be 
done without another law. But 
they have to be accomplished by 
good will and not legislation. One 
is for labor to take it easy on wage | 
demands. 

There are certain things which 
management could and should do, 
too. The CED makes the suggestion 
that business “do even better the 
things they already do well.” For | 
instance: 

Develop new products to satisfy 
new wants. 

Apply improved production and 
distribution methods to reduce 
costs. 

Don’t curtail expansion already 
planned. The plans are as wise as 
ever. 

Maintain sales effort, remember 
income is still flowing to many 
consumers. 

It is also advised that, if a tax 
cut is necessary, specify that it be 
temporary. 

Accelerate Federal purchases and 
public works which would other- | 
wise be done later, anyhow. Con- | 
tinue the easy money policy. But | 


keep all policies flexible. 
a * - 








A COMMENT on the part of the 
CED touches one of the points 
which is causing concern in Wash- | 
ington — the danger of making 
use of the recession to put forth | 
programs which can hurt more than 
heal, but which might meet with | 
popular or misled public support. | 

If you even mention to some | 
people that whisky is good for a| 
cold (which it isn’t unless taken in | 
moderation) there will be a mad | 
dash for the nearest fifth. 

As to the cost of living, Labor 
Statistics Commissioner Clague 
himself points out that the con- 
sumer’s price index has only an 
“indirect and somewhat remote 
link” with business conditions.

We have heard some careér peo- 
ple make the complaint that their 
contributions are ‘going 
toward increased annuities of peo- 
ple who retired some time back 
and who did not make much of 
a contribution to the fund, -com- 
pared to what they are getting out 
of..it. But it seems that the gov- 
ernment has a continuing respon- 
sibility to career retired employees 
who get caught-in a spiraling cost- 
of-living situation. These increases 
should be provided by direct ap- 
propriation, rather than draining 
the retirement’ fund. 

The complaining employees 
have one good point, though. 
There are those on the retired 
rolls. who served only five or 10 
years in government, who pre- 
sumably have additional sources 
of retirement income, including 
Perhaps social security. The gov- 
ernment does sot have the re- 
sponsibility to these people that 
it has to the true career men 
—the 30- and 35-year retirees. 

Figures were put out recently 
to show that 93,958 retired peo- 
ple, or 38 percent of those on the 
civil service retirement rolls, draw 
less than $100 a month. But these 
figures are meaningless, really, be- 
cause -it includes all the five and 
10-year people.

Army Develops Shell Case 


That Cuts Cost One Third 


JOLIET, Ill.— The Army Ord- 
nance Corps has developed a steel 
spiral wrap 105mm cartridge case 
that can be expected to save one- 


third the cost of shell case manu- 
facture, it has been announced by 
Brig. Gen. Joseph M. Colby, com- 
manding general of the Ordnance 
Ammunition Command here. 
The newly designed spiral wrap 
case can be produced for about 
$1.50, as compared to the average 
$2.25 cost of cases produced by 
the conventional drawn case proc- 
ess. Adoption of the new 105mm 
case would save taxpayers mil- 
lions of ‘dollars in the-event of a 
war requiring artillery firing rates 


Satellite Tracker 
Better Than Umpire 


SYRACUSE, N.Y.— When the 
Explorer satellite zoomed up to its 
earth-cireling orbit it was tracked 
by a radar so accurate it could 
call a six inch ball hit out of Yan- 
kee Stadium “fair or foul’ from 
a point 88 miles away. f 

These electronic “eyés” could 
“see” the rocket long after it had 
pencil-lined ‘itself out of our at- 
mosphere. 

These atmosphere-piercing rad- 
ars produced by RCA and devel- 
oped for the Navy Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, were operated from track- 
ing station’s beneath the rocket’s 
path on the Florida coast and 
Grand Bahama Island 165 miles 
away. Their job was to provide 
information vitally necessary for 
successful orbiting of the satellite 
and to pimpoint the impact areas 
of the rocket stages. 

Missile experts say a rocket’s ac- 
curacy cah be determined in the 
first few seconds of flight. A di- 
minutive error at the start can 
mean hundreds of miles at destina- 
tion. 

This demand for extreme accu- 
racy is reflected in the tracking 
station itself: The tower with its 
12-foot scanning disc is mounted 
ona cement base that was meticu- 
lously surveyed into the proper 
position.

The body is 
made by rolliig a preformed tra- 
pezoid shaped steel sheet in the 
same way a sheet of paper is rolled 
to form a hollow cylinder. 

All parts are made of standard 
commercial grade steels that are 
nonstrategic and readily obtain- 
able in wartime, and a complete 
production unit occupies less than 
half the space required to pro- 
duce drawn design cases. Besides 
saving space and equipment, the 
spiral wrap production unit can 
increase the cartridge case pro- 
duction rate by 80 percent. 

Successful firing tests 
been conducted on the’ spiral 
wrapped case at temperatures 
ranging from minus 50 degrees to 
plus: 165 degrees Fahrenheit. 
These tests have been conducted 
at Aberdeen and Jefferson Prov- 
ing Grounds. 
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The Pershing Missile will be 
the most advanced of the Army’s 
ballistic missiles for future use. 
Its development is under control 
of the Army Ballistic Missile 
Agency, Redstone Arsenal, Ala., 
and within the responsibilities of 
the recently announced Ordnance 
Missile Command commanded by 
Maj.’ Gen. J. B. Medaris. 

The new missile will be lighter, 
smaller and even more mobile 
than the Redstone system which 
it will eventually replace.

Trend Toward Built-In Meters 


Gains at Chicago Camera Show ©

1 ~*~: WEEK I devoted the entire column to news about amateur movie equipment, which 
dominated the 34th annual trade show of the Master Photo Dealers’ and Finishers’ As- 
sociation in Chicago. The show’s second most prominent category—S5mm still cameras— 


is the topic this time 

The recent trend toward built-in 
electric exposure meters gained 
headway. Argus introduced the 
German-made Argus V-100 35mm 
miniature. Features included 
coupling of lens and_ shutter 
speeds; combined rangefinder-view- 
finder, one-stroke rapid wind lever, 
and automatic exposure counter, 
along with the built-in meter. One 
model, equipped with the 52mm 
f/2.8 lens is $109.95; the other, 
with 48mm f/2 lens, is $139.95. 

Argus, whose Mateh-Matic C3 
was announced in this column re- 
ceatly, also showed a new version 
of the Argus C44, which now costs 
$99.95 and is designed to accom- 
modate two new accessories, a 
coupled exposure meter and mul- 
tiple-lens turret viewfinder,

AMONG OTHER 35’s with built- 
in meters was the round-end-shaped 
Baldessa, which appeared in models 
Ia and Ib, both with coupled range- 
finder combined in an optical view- 
finder with luminous frame, and 
45mm f/2.8 lens. The model with 
the meter is $79.95, without, $59.95. 
A novel feature of the Baldessa is 
its unique rapid wind-and-release 
mechanism. A_ half twist of a 
ratchet wind lever with one hand 
and release with the other, both ac- 
tions without changing finger posi- 
tions, permits unusually fast se- 
quence release. 

Another interesting 35mm 
camera with built-in meter was the 
$149.50 Braun Super III Automatic. 
The aperture is set by meter to 
the correct exposure; an indicator 
arrow is lined up with the meter 
pointer, after which the camera is 


ready for shooting. The 35mm, 
50mm, 90mm and 135mm _iens 
fields in this rangefinder camera 
are indicated in a luminous frame 
finder

with such features as automatic

With an eye to woman appeal, 
Eastman Kodak introduced a bou- 
quet of Starflash cameras in four 
colors — coral red, alpine white, 
skyline blue and jet black. The 
camera has a built-in flash unit 
for M-2 flash lamps, loads with 127 
film, and costs $9.95. 

The Yashica 635, a new model 
in this twin-lens reflex line, and 
designed to accommodate 35mm 
film (with a snap-in frame) as 
well as 120 (2%x2%), was in- 
troduced at $69.95 complete with 
the 35mm _ conversion kit and 
carrying case. Semi-automatic in 
operation, the 120 camera has a 
built-in rewind device for 35mm 
film. The Yashica 4x4 (using 127 
film), which in general appearance 
is similar to the Rolleiflex 4x4 but 
is semi-automatic in operation, was 
offered at $59.95. 

Nikon introduced the new mod- 
el Nikon S3, which has all the 
features of the Nikon SP (the mul- 
tiple viewfinder model) with the 
exception of the finder. The S3 
has a trifocal viewfinder with life- 
size image and bright-line frame 
viewing fields for 35mm, 50mm and 
105mm. With f/2 lens the new 
model is $309.50; with the f/1.4, 
$355. Among the new Nikon acces- 
sories for the SP and S3 are an 
electric field illuminator for light- 
ing up the viewing frame lines 
when working in poor light condi- 
tions; shutter-coupled exposure me- 
ter, and panoramic head.

Black-White

‘APT, W. M. Meriwether (USAR) 
has some questions about mak- 

ing 35mm and 120 black-and-white 
slides. As the captain notes, “‘some 
things are worth the 20 cents a 


color slide costs, some things not.” 
He might have added that some 
subjeets are more effecttive in 
black-and-white than in_ color, 
though perhaps I would find few 
who would agree with me, : 

Kodak Direct Positive Pan- 
chromatic Film, which has been 
on the market for some years, is 
designed for direct exposure in 
35mm cameras like any other 
film, and is processed to a posi- 
tive slide, rather than a negative, 
in a special developer. Its speed 
is ASA 64 in daylight, but has the 
disadvantage for amateur use in 
that it is available only in 100- 
foot bulk rolls. However, loading 
from bulk into empty cartridges 
is not difficult, 

Other, much . slower, positive 
films may be .used to print from 
regular black-and-white negatives 
in a 35min contact printer. A spe- 
cial device, the Leitz Eldia printer, 
is available at reasonable cost. A 
method of processing 35mm Pan- 
atomic-X and Plus-X and Panatom- 
ic-X rollfilm (along with other 
films) into positive slides is de- 
scribed in the current issue of the 
quarterly “Camera 35.” Pan.-X and 
Plus-X 35mm are exposed at 80 
and 400 ASA, respectively, Pan-X 
rollfilm at 100. Full processing in- 
structions are furnished with the 
Kodak Direct Positive Film Devel- 
oping Kit.

“NATO, Armed Forces Rescuers 
Save Sailor on Ice-Locked’ Ship — 


KEFLAVIK AIRPORT, Iceland 
—The manpower and facilities of 
six NATO countries, three U.S. 
armed forces, and countless stand- 
by communications workers were 
thrown into a‘ search and rescue 
operation for an injured Norwegian 
sailor aboard an ice-locked ship. 

The fina! rescue was consumated 
when an Air Force C-124 carried a 
disassembled H-19 helicopter to an 
emergency strip from which the 
’copter made the mercy flight. 

The operation, which saw Air 
Force, Army and Navy planes log 
25 flights for a total of 164 hours, 
involved personnel of the U.S., Ice- 
land, Great Britain, Denmark, Nor- 
way and Canada, 

Brig. Gen. Henry G. Thorne, Jr., 
commander of NATO’s Iceland De- 
fense Force, coordinated US. 
forces.

FIRST WORD of the need for 
assistance was a radio message re- 
ceived here. Arnt Arntsen, aboard 
the Norwegian sealing ship Drott, 
had a compound ankle fracture. 
The ship was ice-bound 40 miles 
from the east coast of Greenland 
or about 600 miles north of Iceland. 

A Norwegian naval ship, the 
Draug, was already enroute to the 
scene to force a path through the 
ice. 

First U.S. search efforts were 
made by patrol planes of Patrol 
Squadron VP-16 on TDY here 
from Jacksonville Naval Air Sta- 
tion, Fla. These planes flew for 
three days before locating the ice- 
blocked Drott. Comdr. E. B. 
Abrams was in command of the 
Navy phase.

CONTINGENCY BENEFITS 

Q. My husband has 27 years in 
service as an enlisted man. He 
plans to retire at 30 years. What 
we want to know is, if he should 
pass away after he is retired, what 
benefits would I receive? I do not 
mean Social Security, I under- 
stand that, but not the military end. 

A. If your husband has elected 
to participate in the Uniformed 
Services Contingency Option Act 
by receiving reduced retirement 
pay when he retires, you would be 
eligible for the retirement § an- 
nuity. This is payable whether 
death is service-connected or not. 
Eligibility for other death benefits 
from VA, excluding Social Security 
and GI insurance, is determined by 
the cause of death—service-con- 
nected or nonservice-connected. A 
special bulletin, outlining the basic 
qualifications for these benefits, 
is available from the ARMY 
TIMES Service Center, 2020 M St., 
NW, Washington 6, D.C. Enclose 
a stamped, self-addressed envelope 
and ask for Bulletin No. 124.

NATIONAL GUARD SERVED

‘I was stationed in Berlin during 
the early days:of the Occupation 
and the Berlin Airlift. On one 
eceasion, I had to travel from one 
sector to another, and while pass- 
ing through the Brandenburg Gate 
into the Russian zone, a Red sentry 
lowered his rifle on me. 

“For a moment I was seized with 
a terrifying fear; I thought it was 
the end, but I returned to my of- 
fice without a scratch. 

‘That evening at a company 
party,.I was approached by the 
battalion CO, who asked if I were 
the Wac that was fired upon by 
the Russian sentry! 

‘Months later I accompanied the 
Wac softball team to Frankfurt for 
the league tournament. During a 
lull in the game, I was told the 
story of a Berlin Wac who was 
lying in-hospital suffering from” 
wounds received from a Russian 
sentry. I tried to correct the story 
and convince the storyteller that 
I was the person, and that no harm 
had come to me. 

‘In 1949, I was at Camp Kilmer 
and again heard the old story re- 
peated, but now almost beyond 
recognition. It went this way: 
“Te think that a Wac had been 
shot by a Russian guard and now 
lay buried in Arlington National 
Cemetery.” 

“When I asked the story teller 
what proof there was for her story, 
she said she heard it from the per-

I’ve just received an interesting 
letter from Vicenza, Italy, about 
30 pint-sized American’ ambassa- 
dors there. Though only three to 
six years old and without brief- 
cases, they are bringing the first 
taste of American ways to the 1000 
Italian children with whom they at- 
tend school six days a week. 

The little envoys are children of 
SETAF military families and they 
attend eight kindergartens in Vi- 
cenza. These schools belong to the 
Opere Pie Scuole Materne, which, 
roughly translated, means “associa- 
tion of church-affiliated kindergar- 
tens.” 


Of course, they are too young 
to care about people-to-people 
programs, community relations 
projects and “easing of interna- 
tional tensions,’ but they have 
become ambassadors to Italy’s 
youngest generation. 


Their teachers say national 
traits are evident, and in contrast, 
when children of the two countries 


meet for school. The American 
children, for instance, appear more 
independent. They are. accustomed 
to doing things on their own. When 
the early morning recreation period 
is over they head for the next class-

aren’t the only children in these 
schools who are learning a new 
language. Classrooms are regu- 
lar miniature United Nations as- 
semblies, it seems. One child is 
the daughter of an American sol- 
dier, whose mother is Japanese, 
another’s parents are refugees 
from Egypt, and many others 
come from northern Furopean 
countries. 


The youngsters are getting 
basic training in music and rhythm, 
art, design, history, religion, read- 
ing, writing, arithmetic, abstract 
reasoning and learning to help 
solve each other’s problems.

Make Yarn Flowers 


To Mrs. G. D., here’s a good way 
to keep a six-year-old amused re- 
covering from an illness.

THE ARMY’S team will be chos- 
en following elimination bouts 
here April 8-10. The bouts are 
open to the public. The Inter- 
Service meet will be held at Bol- 
ling AFB, D.C., April 15-16. 

During the first week of train- 
ing, the 48 candidates for the 
Army team got up early for an 
hour of roadwork. Later in the 
morning, the heavier divisions as- 
senfbled at the field house for for- 
mal training. The lighter divisions 
train in the afternoon. 

The gym schedule began with 
nine minutes of warmup—three 
three-minute rounds of shadow 
boxing. Then each fighter punched 
the heavy bag. After that they 
paired off for sparring, and as-the 
dozen pairs sparred, Cavanagh 
went around to all the boxers, cor 
recting style, making suggestions, 
demanding more effort. 

Between rounds, Cavanagh ex- 
plained and demonstrated what 
he wanted the men to practice the 
following round. For example, aft- 
er the first round, he might dem- 
onstrate how to duck a left hook 
and counter with a right hand to 
the head. The next round, he 
might have the candidates counter- 
ing a left jab with a right hand to 
the body.

DURING the first days of camp, 
Billy concentrated on defensive 
boxing, demonstrating his theories 
himself. One morning, while dis- 
cussing hew to counter, he select- 
ed a middleweight to help him 
demonstrate. When the fighter 
took a half-hearted swing, Cava- 
nagh said, “Come on, hit me!” 

The bexer let fly, and with an 
agility surprising for a -man his 
age, Cavanagh ducked back and 
allowed the punch to miss his chin 
by -several inches. As he rolled 
forward, Cavanagh scored cleanly 
with. a right hand to the head. 
The next exercise, a counter to 
the body, was equally convincing. 
As Billy sums up: “A man is as 
old as he feels, and I feel about 
32.” 

The boxers spent the final peri- 
od of training last week shadow- 
boxing, skipping rope, punching 
the light or heavy bag, and work- 
ing eut with the medicine ball.

Cavanagh coached boxing at 
West Point from 1918 to 1948. He 
was also active as a referee, being 
the third man in the ring during 
a number of important bouts in- 
cluding those between Joe Louis 
and Arture Godoy, Barney Ross 
and Ceferina Garcia, Billy Conn 
and Fred Apostoli. 

Since retirement from The Point, 
Cavanagh has been closely asso- 
ciated with Army boxing. He has 
held boxing clinics for servicemen 
in Europe, Hawaii, the Philippines, 
and the Far East, and in 1956 he 
coached the All-Army boxing team 
to the Inter-Service championship. 

Before becoming a boxing coach,

Russia 
has had a number of stamps hon- 
ering Ziolkovsky, rated “Father 
of Rockets” in the Soviet. 

As far back as Oct. 15, 1939, 
Cuba overprinted a 10-cent airmail 
in connection with an experimental 
postal rocket flight -at Havana. 

As might be expected, most of 
the stamps picturing satellites have 
been issued by Russia and the Iron 
Curtain areas. Russia honored 
Sputnik I with a stamp in Novem- 
ber 1957. In December of last year 
they followed with a salute to 
Sputnik IT. 

In the field of atomics, Germany 
issued a 20 Pf stamp in June of 
1955 showing atom designs and a 
globe against a background of 
stars. 

The atomic design appears in 
several U.S. stamps, the Atoms for 
Peace issue of 1955, the Oklahoma 
Statehood of 1957, and—in modi- 
fied form—the upcoming IGY is- 
sue. 

Probably the best known stamp 
in the atomic category will be the 
Belgian issue showing the “Autom- 
jum” of the Brussels Worlds Fair.

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‘Defense of Industry’ Dept. 
Organized at Fort he 


FORT GORDON, Ga. — The Pro- 
vost Marshal General’s School at 
Gordon recently established a new 
facility, ‘the Industrial Defense 
Department, designed to instruct 
in protective services for the 
“swordmakers of democracy.” 

Lt. Col. Mario T. Villanti, head 
of the new department, an 
ever-increasing problem as_ the 
technical arts of warfare increase 
in scope and effectiveness. 

Now subdivided into two 
branches, the Physical Security 
Branch and the Industrial Branch, 
the Industrial Defense Depart- 
ment encompasses a wide range of 
courses, each designed for particu- 
lar phases of plant-and installation 
security, and the continuation of 
production despite disasters. 





The security program stems 
from an earlier Department of De- 
fense effort, the Industrial Defense 
Program. Spies and _ saboteurs 
were the greatest dangers, and 
immediate steps were taken to es- 
tablish fool-proof personnel iden- 
tification systems, and the employ- 
ment of anti-sabotage measures. 
Monitorship of the program de- 
volved up on the Provost Marshal 
of the Army, and the Military Po- 
lice Corps. 

Under the Security Section, a 
two week course in Industrial De- 
fense Survey was conducted pri- 
marily for the benefit of Depart- 
ment of Army officers and civil- 
ians. Later both Naval and Air 
Force officers were admitted into 
this course.
